I| THE ACADEMIC PROCESSION 


Honorary Marshal: Wayne Alpern ’69

The outdoor academic procession has its antecedents in the medieval European university. The procession 
is designed so that each graduate passes before each faculty member one final time before the conferring of 
the degrees. 


The modern academic gown evokes the medieval cappa clausa, a closed cloak typically worn by clerics; the 
modern hood, worn over the shoulders and down the back, recalls a functioning medieval head garment. 
In the late 19th century, the Intercollegiate Code was established for American universities through which 
academic dress was standardized to convey the degree held, the field of study, and the university awarding 
the degree. Accordingly, there are three shapes of gown: the bachelor’s gown is characterized by full, 
pointed sleeves; the master’s gown is characterized by oblong sleeves, cut away in front to leave a streamer 
of the sleeve behind; the doctor’s gown is faced with velvet, a likely echo of the clerical tippet, and features 
bell sleeves adorned with velvet bars. 


Academic hoods vary in size, shape, and color; they are lined with silk in the official color or colors of the 
institution that granted the faculty member's highest degree. The trim color of the velvet binding indicates 
the discipline of the degree, commonly including: Philosophy, dark blue; Music, pink; Arts, Letters, and 
Humanities, white; Education, light blue; Law, purple; Medicine, green; Library Science, lemon yellow; 
Science, golden yellow; and Divinity, scarlet. 


The gown is a symbol of the democracy of scholarship since it covers any clothing indicating rank or 
status. The cap has its own traditions. The first right of a freed Roman slave was the privilege of wearing a 
cap, so the academic cap is the sign of the freedom of scholarship. Mortarboards have long been worn, but 
in recent years soft caps or tams and other colorful headgear have gained favor. 


An increasingly large number of universities in America have developed unique academic gowns; most of 
these conform to the basic style of the Intercollegiate Code, although they replace traditional black with 
school colors and are often ornamented with embroidered university seals or emblems. European academic 
dress adds further diversity and color to the academic procession. 


The audience will rise when the procession moves down the aisle.

BIOGRAPHICAL NOTES 


I | RETIRING MEMBERS OF THE FACULTY 


Lynne Brancul, Professor of Neuroscience 


Lynne Bianchi specializes in developmental neurobiology. Her research focuses on identifying the 
neuronal growth factors and cytokines that regulate development and repair of neuronal connections 

in the auditory system. During her 20 years at Oberlin, Bianchi taught classes in introductory 
neuroscience, developmental neurobiology, and cellular and molecular neuroscience, as well as classes 
for students interested in medicine and other health professions. She also served as an associate dean 

for the College of Arts and Sciences and as director of the premedical program. Bianchi’s textbook, 
Developmental Neurobiology, features contributions from recent Oberlin alumni who are now experts in 
the field. 


JaMEs C. Dossins, Fairchild Professor of Religion and East Asian Studies 


James Dobbins joined the Oberlin faculty in 1983, teaching courses on the religions of Japan and China. 
He holds a BA in philosophy from Rhodes College and a PhD in religious studies from Yale. Dobbins 
served on the college’s General Faculty Council and Educational Plans and Policies Committee and 

as chair of the Department of Religion and the East Asian Studies Program. His major publications 
include Jodo Shinshu: Shin Buddhism in Medieval Japan (1989); Letters of the Nun Eshinni: Images of 
Pure Land Buddhism in Medieval Japan (2004); Selected Works of D. T. Suzuki, Vol. 2: Pure Land (2015); 
and Behold the Buddha: Religious Meanings of Japanese Buddhist Icons (2020). Dobbins held research 
grants from Fulbright, the National Humanities Center, Japan Foundation, National Endowment for the 
Humanities, Social Science Research Council, and Japanese Ministry of Education. He also served as 
coeditor of the Journal of Japanese Studies and as national chair of the Associated Kyoto Program study- 
abroad consortium. 


ARLENE ForMAN, Associate Professor of Russian 


A faculty member at Oberlin since 1986, Arlene Forman is a specialist in Russian language and Russian 
and Soviet literature, culture, and film. In addition to teaching Elementary Russian and the senior 
seminar, she offered courses in English, including Cold War Culture: A-Bombs, Beatniks, and Dogs 

in Space; The Myth of Petersburg; and the first-year seminar Re-envisioning Russia. Her research 
interests include language pedagogy and Soviet/post-Soviet prose and cinema. While serving on the 
steering committee of the Ohio Five Foreign Technology Project (funded by a grant from the A.W. 
Mellon Foundation), Forman produced authentic video materials for language learners. Other service 
includes a term as vice president of the American Association of Teachers of Slavic and East European 
Languages (AATSEEL) and eight years on the managing board of the Global Partners Media Archive. A 
recipient of the AATSEEL award for excellence in post-secondary teaching, Forman writes regularly for 
Kinokultura: New Russian Cinema and is an advisor to the Dostoevsky Museum in St. Petersburg. Her 
latest translation project focuses on Boris Ivanov’s narratives of the Leningrad Blockade. 


DENNIS HuBBarp, Professor of Geology 


Dennis Hubbard’s areas of specialization include clastic and carbonate sedimentology, marine geology, 
physical oceanography, and environmental geology. His early research examined the relationship 
between sea-level rise and coral reef building during the past 10,000 years. More recently, he has studied 
the complex relationship between marine systems and the cultures that live near them, including 

the effects of humans on the marine environment and the impacts that natural decline has had on 
communities that depend on reefs and other nearshore coastal systems. In particular, Hubbard’s 
interests have included the impacts of human exploitation and climate change on “reef health” and how 
this has increasingly affected small-island residents placed at risk by slowing reef-building capacity 

in the face of accelerating sea-level rise. Hubbard has authored or edited six books and monographs, 
along with 40 articles and book chapters. Since arriving at Oberlin in 1998, he has actively involved 
undergraduates in his research; they have coauthored nearly 50 of his abstracts for presentations at 
professional meetings. 


Marearet Kamitsuxa, Francis W. and Lydia L. Davis Professor of Religion 


Margaret Kamitsuka holds a PhD in religious studies from Yale University and is the author of two 
books: Feminist Theology and the Challenge of Difference and her forthcoming monograph, Abortion 
and the Christian Tradition: A Prochoice Theological Proposal. She edited The Embrace of Eros: Bodies, 
Desires, and Sexuality in Christianity and has published essays in The Oxford Handbook of Theology, 
Sexuality and Gender and in a variety of scholarly journals, including the Journal of Feminist Studies in 
Religion, Religion and Gender, and Journal of Religion. She served as an affiliate faculty member of the 
Gender, Sexuality, and Feminist Studies Program and as director from 2012 to 2014. Kamitsuka edits 
the American Academy of Religion’s Academy Series, which partners with Oxford University Press to 
publish promising new dissertations in religious studies. 


Davip KELLEY, Associate Professor of History and East Asian Studies 


David Kelley taught courses on Chinese history, Vietnamese history, the historical invention of Asia, 
and a first-year seminar on approaches to world history. His scholarly interests focus on social and 
economic history of the later imperial period in China (c. 17th-19th centuries), as well as on Eurasian 
interconnections in world history. He is currently working on a GIS-based project incorporating data he 
has gathered on grain production and transport in Qing-period China. Kelley pursued this research at 
the Qing archives in Beijing during fall 2008. 


Daun Many, Professor of Voice 


A gifted soprano who has performed on stages across America and Europe, Daune Mahy joined the 
Oberlin Conservatory faculty in 1980. Through her teaching of classes in English, French, and German 
diction, in addition to leading private lessons, she intersected with virtually every Oberlin voice student 
in the conservatory. In performance, Mahy appeared frequently with opera companies and orchestras 
across the United States and beyond. She made her New York recital debut at Merkin Hall in 1984 and 
later appeared at Carnegie Hall’s Weill Recital Hall. Internationally, she presented recitals in Germany, 
Spain, and Italy. In 1982 Mahy was the soprano soloist in a nationally syndicated radio broadcast of 
Britten’s War Requiem, marking the 20th anniversary of that work’s first performance. For a number of 
years, Mahy was one-half of the Bell’Arte Duo with fellow Oberlin voice faculty bass-baritone Gerald 
Crawford, with whom she explored repertoire that ranged from pre-Baroque to contemporary. 
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ALBERT PoRTERFIELD, Associate Professor of Psychology 


Al Porterfield is a clinical psychologist by training but an experimental psychologist by temperament. 
He taught courses in Abnormal Psychology and Advanced Methods in Human Psychophysiology and 
anchored the team-taught Introduction to Psychological Science course. His research interests fall in the 
realm of social and cognitive neuroscience, particularly psychological and physiological (both central 
and peripheral) responses associated with human face perception. Porterfield developed and managed 


Oberlin’s Psychophysiology Laboratory. 


DANIEL STINEBRING, Francis D. Federighi Professor of Physics 


Dan Stinebring, a faculty member at Oberlin for almost 30 years, earned a BA at Williams College and 
a PhD at Cornell University. Since 1993, with grant funding from the National Science Foundation, 

he has involved Oberlin students in his research using pulsars to explore interstellar space and detect 
gravitational waves. As part of this research, he and his students traveled to the Netherlands, South 
Africa, India, China, Australia, and many places in North America. Prior to Oberlin, Stinebring taught 
for five years in the physics department at Princeton University. In what they consider their most 
significant work, Dan and his wife, Lynn Powell, a professor in the Creative Writing Program, have 
raised two children (one an ’09 Obie), who are helping to make the world a better place. 


RoBERT THOMPSON, Professor of Chemistry and Biochemistry 


Robert Thompson is an analytical chemist who taught at all levels of the chemistry curriculum, 
including courses for non-majors, general chemistry, the core analytical chemistry course, a course 

on chemical information, and advanced analytical courses. He introduced forensic science at Oberlin 
through his popular Chemistry & Crime course and received national attention for his forensic 
analytical chemistry project laboratory for majors that involved non-science Oberlin faculty and staff 
as jurors at the mock trial that concluded the project. Classroom pedagogy in Thompson’s last two 
decades of teaching took the form of active learning/evidence-based pedagogy. His laboratory research 
has been wide-ranging, informed by sabbaticals at the University of Cincinnati, the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, the National Institute of Standards and Technology, and the Hollings Marine Laboratory. 
Thompson published 34 journal articles and two books during his career. Recent projects, which will 
continue beyond retirement, involve development of environmental analytical chemistry experiments 
for undergraduates and the chemistry of ebonizing wood in furniture-making. 


SyLv1A WATANABE, Professor of Creative Writing 


Sylvia Watanabe is the recipient of a National Endowment for the Arts fellowship, a Josephine Miles Pen 
Oakland award in fiction, and an Ohio Arts Council grant in nonfiction. Her short story cycle, Talking 
to the Dead, was a finalist for the 1993 PEN Faulkner Award. Watanabe’s fiction and nonfiction have 
appeared in many anthologies, including the O'Henry Prize and Pushcart Prize collections. During 

the °90s, she coedited two volumes of Asian American fiction, Home to Stay and Into the Fire, with 
Carol Bruchac of the Greenfield Review Press. Home to Stay was the first anthology of Asian American 
women’s fiction to be published in the U.S. In 2007-08, she received an Oberlin College award for 


excellence in teaching. Her current book-length fiction project is about the survivors of the American 
nuclear testing in the Pacific. 


SANDRA ZAGARELL, Donald R. Longman Professor of English 


Sandy Zagarell taught American and British literature and the connections between them; she also 
taught book studies. Her scholarship centers on 19th- and early 20th-century American literature. She 
publishes on the politics and aesthetics of the recovery of writing by African Americans and white 
women, on formal and rhetorical dimensions of narrative, on relationships between the visual and 

the verbal, on intersections between the history of the book and the study of imaginative writing, and 
on regionalism. A senior editor of the Heath Anthology of American Literature, Zagarell has primary 
responsibility for Volume C, which covers the period from 1865 to 1910. She is president of the Society 
for the Study of American Women Writers.

DANETTE DIBIASIO WINEBERG 68 


Danette DiBiasio Wineberg is an attorney and adjunct professor at the University of New Hampshire 
School of Law, where she teaches a course on the in-house practice of law and counsels students as part 
of the law school’s academic success program. Prior to joining academia, she served as vice president, 
general counsel, and secretary for the Timberland Company; led the legal departments of two Michigan- 
based companies; and worked in private practice. She majored in English at Oberlin and earned her law 
degree, cum laude, at the University of Michigan Law School. 


Volunteering has long been a part of Wineberg’s life. At Oberlin, she was a member of the Board of 
Trustees from 2005 to 2017, chairing its Student Affairs Committee. She also served as president of the 
Alumni Association, as an alumni admissions recruiter and regional coordinator, and as a member of 
the alumni executive board. She also chaired an ad hoc alumni committee on sports and fitness, and in 
2000 was honored with the Oberlin Alumni Association’s Distinguished Service Award. 


A member of the American Bar Association and the Michigan Bar Association, Wineberg served on the 
national board of the Association of Corporate Counsel and currently serves on its northeast chapter 
board. In New Hampshire, she serves on the boards of the Exeter YMCA and Journey Song and on the 
leadership council of the New Hampshire Campaign for Legal Services. Previously, she served on the 
New Hampshire Judicial Selection Commission and the board of OdysseyNH, a non-profit that provided 
specialized services to troubled youth and families. 


Wineberg enjoys spending time with her family, jogging, hiking in New Hampshire’s White Mountains, 
reading, and singing in her church choir. She and her husband, Steve ’67, have a son, Bryan, who 
graduated from the Oberlin Conservatory in 1992. Bryan and his wife, Sarah ’89, have two daughters. 
Wineberg’s parents, uncle, and mother-in-law were also all Oberlin alumni. 
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JOANNE Cuory ’77, Doctor of Science 


Joanne Chory is an investigator with the Howard Hughes Medical Institute, where she serves as the 
Howard H. and Maryam R. Newman Chair in Plant Biology. She is also a professor at the Salk Institute 
for Biological Studies, where she directs the Plant Biology Laboratory, as well as an adjunct professor of 
biology at the University of California, San Diego. 


A native of Massachusetts, Chory earned a degree in biology with honors at Oberlin, followed by 
a doctoral degree in microbiology at the University of Illinois at Urbana-Champaign and then 
postdoctoral research at Harvard Medical School. She joined the faculty of the Salk Institute in 1988. 


Chory has spent more than 30 years using Arabidopsis thaliana, a small flowering mustard plant, as 

a model for plant growth. She pioneered the use of molecular genetics to study how plants optimize 
their body plans for photosynthetic life in response to a dynamic local light environment. She and her 
lab members run an integrated program that spans atoms to ecosystems. This has allowed them to 
determine one of the most complex signaling networks that controls plant growth. 


Chory has served on numerous advisory committees and editorial boards. She was named to the 
National Academy of Inventors and earned a 2018 Breakthrough Prize in Life Sciences and a 2018 
Gruber Genetics Prize. 


RoBERT KRuLWIcH ’69, Doctor of Fine Arts 


Robert Krulwich is cohost of Radiolab, WNYC’s Peabody Award-winning program about “big ideas” 
and one of public radio’s most popular shows. Radiolab is carried on more than 500 radio stations and is 
one of the most listened-to podcasts, averaging more than 9 million downloads each month. 


For 22 years, Krulwich worked in television, covering science, economics, war, and technology at ABC, 
CBS, and PBS. He is well known for his experimental style, pioneering animation on ABC’s Nightline 
and World News Tonight and using dancers to illustrate hard-to-fathom economic stories at CBS. He 
explored the structure of DNA using a banana on PBS’ NOVA, and on NPR, he created an Italian opera, 
Ratto Interesso, to explain how the Federal Reserve regulates interest rates. 


The New York Times described Krulwich as a “storied figure in public radio history,” while TV Guide 
described him as “the most inventive network reporter in television.” He has won two Peabody 

Awards, Emmy Awards for an ABC special on the cultural history of the Barbie doll and for a Frontline 
investigation of computers and privacy, an Emmy and a George Polk Award for a look at the savings and 
loan bailout, and a 2010 Essay Prize from the Iowa Writers’ Workshop. 


Krulwich majored in history at Oberlin and holds a law degree from Columbia. He is married to 
Tamar Lewin, a longtime national reporter for the New York Times. His co-host on Radiolab is Jad 
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Lisa Jackson, Doctor of Humanities 


Lisa Jackson is the vice president of environment, policy and social initiatives at Apple, reporting to 

CEO Tim Cook. She oversees Apple’s efforts to minimize its impact on the environment by addressing 
climate change through renewable energy and energy efficiency, using greener materials, and inventing 
new ways to conserve resources. She is also responsible for Apple’s education policy programs, its product 
accessibility work, and its worldwide government affairs function. 


From 2009 to 2013, Jackson served as administrator of the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency. 
Appointed by President Barack Obama, she focused on reducing greenhouse gases, protecting air and 
water quality, preventing exposure to toxic contamination, and expanding outreach to communities on 
environmental issues. She has also served as chief of staff to former New Jersey governor Jon S. Corzine 
and as commissioner of New Jersey’s Department of Environmental Protection. 


Jackson earned a master’s degree in chemical engineering at Princeton University and a bachelor’s 
degree in chemical engineering at Tulane University. She serves on the boards of Tulane and the Clinton 
Foundation.
